“For the fourth consecutive term of the Chatham Su- 
perior Court the grand it yesterday recommended that the 
Veazey act be repealed, in the general presentments received 
by Judge P. W. Meldrim yesterday to auote a 
Savannah (Ga.) newspaper. 

The committee, assigned to the task of inspecting all 
echools, religious houses, ctc., under the Veazey Act, was 
composed of two Protestants, two Catholics and one Hebrew. 
To quote their unanimous report: “In the opinion of your 
committee, outside interference in the shape of Visitations 
from grand jury committees, as required by the Veazey act, 
_ ip unnecessary and unwarranted.” And again: “Any law, 
"conceived in this spirit surrounding that which brought forth 
’ the V act into being is wrong.”

about to be introduced in the Ohio legislature; but the prot- 
agonist of the bill himself, after making a tour of inspection 
of some Catholic religious institutions, in which he was given 
every encouragement by the bishop and the heads of these 
houses, withdrew it.
